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THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 





Naturally, what most dealers are 
wondering about right now is the 
prospect for business in the coming 
months. It so happens that the writ- 
er was an active stamp dealer in the 
years before and after, also during 
the world war of 1914-18. The situa- 
tion today is identical with that pe- 
riod, so far as matters have progres- 
sed and by all rules we can believe 
that the same pattern will repeat it 
self in the coming years. 


Knowing by experience is perhaps 
a lot better than having to guess at 
matters and my recollections are that 
business throughout the war years 
of 1914-18 was exceptionally good in 
the stamp business. We all know that 
the years following were good years 
up till the crash of 1929. 


It would seem inevitable that a 
country which prepares its major 
plants for the production of war ma- 
terials, concentrates on such produc- 
tion rather than on the general up- 
building of its products for home use 
and consumption is going to have to 
suffer severely when the war ends 
unless by being forewarned in this 
instance, our industrial leaders can 
see far enough ahead to plan to ward 
off the eventual crash that would be 
expected to follow such a situation. 


Big business always goes ahead 
with the idea that it can provide em 
ployment provided the people will 
continue to purchase commodities and 
thus create demand for manufactured 
articles that will keep the plants 
busy running. So long as people are 
employed they will buy and spend 
practically all they make so that if 
something does not upset the even 
tenor of our ways we should be able 
to move along on an even keel in- 
definitely. 

However we all know that there 
was a crash in 1929, more than ten 
years after the end of the world war. 
It came following a period of many 
years of great prosperity which start- 
ed to gain momentum at the time 
the world war broke out. 


It is reasonable to believe that the 
present situation will follow closely 
along the former lines, that we will 
have a period of prosperity during 
the war and doubtless for some time 
after it is over because employment 
will have to be heavy at good wages 
and should continue for some time 
following the war, because America 





will be called upon for much in the 
way of every kind of merchandise for 
general use until other countries can 
again get on their feet and get start- 
ed. The stamp dealer then, should 
have a prosperous period of several 
years and the one best way to get his 
share of business will be to go after 
it. Stamp values will be affected by 
the conflict, but the trend in price 
should be up, rather than down. 


Following the conflict, we can look 
for a situation similar to what we had 
following the world war. Experience 
through that period should help those 
who went through the period and 
know by actual experience, what hap- 
pened and how. 

People who have made money 
should be careful to conserve it and 
not enter in the speculative scramble 
that always pops up where money is 
plentiful. It was a situation of this 
sort that brought about the crash of 
1929 and it can happen again unless 
the great general public will refrain 
from a speculative orgy. 

Many of my remarks will be recog- 
nized as fact by the older line of 
dealers who passed through the pre- 
vious period, but we have hundreds 
of younger dealers today who were 
in their teens in those days and who 
will have to either learn by experi- 
ence, which is a costly teacher, or 
follow the advice of those who have 
had the experience. 

We might also remember the fact 
that following the world war in Eu- 
rope, postage stamps turned out to 
be one of the best things any person 
could own and were in many instances 
far better than money, such as was 
being issued, also that during our 
depression period which started fol 
lowing our 1929 crash, that stamps 
were recognized by wealthy men as 
being one of the most sound invest- 
ments available.

the Union. The first was in con- 
nection with the Peace Celebration of 
August 2, 1919. The messages were 
carried in small containers fastened 
to each pigeon’s leg, the birds being 
supplied by the Western Province Hom- 
ing Union. I have in my collection the 
message from the Mayor of Capetown to 
the Mayor of Pietermaritzburg sent on

that occasion. The Union’s postal serv- 
ice handled this mail, applying a special 
marking. A tablet in center of Adderly 
Street, main street of Capetown, com- 
memorates the fact that on this spot 
peace was declared twenty years ago. 
The second South African Pigeon Post 
to recive official recognition was that of 
May 12, 1937, Coronation Day, as part 
of the Union’s celebration of the Coro- 
nation on that date of King George VI 
in London, England. The flight was 
made from Worcester, near Capetown, to 
The Strand, the winning bird making 





the distance in two hours, two minutes 
and 10 seconds. Each pigeon carried 
a message, the entrant paying four shil- 
lings, six pence for the privilege. This 
sum was given to the Hottentots Hol- 
land Hospital Fund by the Hottentots 
Holland Homing Union, sponsors of the 
flight. On the arrival of the birds at 
the Strand, the message was removed, 
placed in an envelope specially printed 
for that purpose, stamp affixed and mail- 
ed to the person who had paid the orig- 
inal 4/6. On each of the covers appears

a triangular purple cachet authorized by 
the Postmaster General and inscribed 
“PIGEON POST — DUIWEPOS — 
STRAND.” 199 messages were carried 
in all. These were small slips of paper 
with printed inscription and signed by 
a representative of the Hottentots Hol- 
land Homing Union. They were held to 
the pigeon’s leg by being rolled and 
fastened with a rubber band. Outer 
wrapper, message, cover and rubber band 
were all numbered serially. 

The third Pigeon Post took place De- 
cember 7, 1938, as part of the Dingaan’s 
Day and Voortrekker Centenary celebra-

tions. Early that morning a number of 
pigeons were released carrying copies of 
the Danskraal Vow, and at exact time 
of re-enactment of the Vow, 80 more 
were released to fly to all parts of Natal. 
The %d plus Y%d Voortrekker semi- 
postal stamp shows the Church of the 
Vow, built as a result of this historic 
assemblage’s promise of December 7, 





1838. At Danskraal near the Blood 
River the pioneer voortrekkers had 
vowed: 


“Here before the God of heaven and 
earth, we stand and wish to make a 
Vow to Him that if He would protect us 
and deliver our enemies to us, we would 
consecrate this day as a Day of Thanks- 
giving and as a Sabbath, and that we 
would erect a Temple in His honor 
which would please Him. 

“We would also let our children take 
part with us in this day of Thanksgiving 
and this will be continued by genera- 
tions to come, because His name will 
thereby be glorified, as the honor of the 
victory is due to Him.” 

On December 16, 1838, the native 
chieftan Dingaan who had treacherously 





massacred earlier settlers, attacked the 
voortrekkers’ camp at dawn. An esti- 
mated 10,000 to 12,000 Zulus were under 
his command. The emigrant force of 
men was a few less than 500, but never- 
theless beat the enemy, taking a toll of 
3,000 in dead, while only three of the 
emigrants were wounded. Dingaan is 
pictured on recent South African issues, 
along with other scenes connected with 
the Great Trek. The Church erected 
in fullfilment of the promise is now a 
museum. 


First Rocket Stamp 
Due October 15 





The special stamp Cuba is planning 
to issue to commemorate the first Rock- 
et Mail flight in the republic is to be 
issued apparently on October 15, infor- 
mation reaching Howard B. Keller of 
Newark, N. J., states. The stamp will 
be a 10 centavo stamp, overprinted on 
a 5c. The Club Filatelico de la Repub- 
lica de Cuba, Obispo No. 307, Dept. 4, 
Havana is accepting orders for these. 
The stamps will be sold at 10c; covers 
flown at 50c; first day cover 25c and 
“souvenir sheet” 20c. Since several of 
LINN’S readers have inquired about 
these stamps and the flight we print this 
information, but make no guarantees of 
course.

U. S. Mails Sunk 


The sinking on the night of Sept. 
15, of the Belgian motor vessel “Alex 
Van Opstal” resulted in the loss of 57 
sacks of mail originating in the U. S. 
as well as 15 sacks of mail in transit 
from other foreign countries. The mails 
left New York City on the ship on 
Sept. 6 and included letter mail for 
Belgium, Congo and Luxembourg, re- 
ceived in the New York office after 1 
P. M., Sept. 2. The ship was enroute 
to Antwerp when sunk.

Conventions come and go. Many of 
them are just another convention. A 
few are of such note for one or more 
particular reasons that they stand out 
prominently in the minds of those at- 
tending them, and are the subject of 
many a conversation and reminiscence 
for years to come. 

If we are to judge from the comment 
of numerous visitors, from the favorable 
comparison made by many of them with 
other conventions, and from the highly 
commendatory letters received from a 
number of the national officers, this con- 
vention is destined to go down in history 
as an extremely successful one, and for 
several reasons. In the first place, the 
beauty of the Hall of Mirrors made an 
ideal setting for the exhibit which was 
arranged on three rows of tables down 
the entire length of the hall. Another 
individual feature was the fact that for 
the first time at a stamp convention, 
there was also an exhibit of fine ancient 
coins. The latter were displayed on the 
center row of tables, flat, while the 
framed stamp exhibits were displayed 
standing up, and at a slight angle, back 
to back. As a result, one entering the 
hall had a clear view of the coins in 
the center, and of the stamp exhibits on 
either side, and could then follow his 
inclination as to what he preferred to 
see. The bourse tables were arranged 
around the walls of the hall, opposite the 
exhibits, thereby assuring circulation of 
the visitors past both the tables and the 
exhibits. Dealers were present from 
New York City, Detroit, Louisville, 
Peoria, Warren (Ohio), Jamaica (N. Y.), 
Evansville, Ind., Winnipeg, and other 
cities. Visitors came from Chicago, 
Detroit, St. Louis, New York City, Nor- 
folk, Washington, Springfield, Mass., and 
other equally distant cities. Many of 
these cities sent a surprisingly large 
delegation. Toronto, Ontario, sent two 
delegates who made a strong bid for the 
next convention, which matter was how- 
ever not decided. 

Naturally, as is usually the case, the 
high-light of the convention was the 
annual banquet. It was held in the 
beautiful Pavillon Caprice of the Nether- 
land Plaza Hotel on Saturday night, 
September 2. William Stuart, Stamp 
Editor of the Washington Post had been 
scheduled to introduce Mr. Horwitz, who 
acted as Toastmaster, and in his absence 
Paul F. Robertson, the President of the 
American Airmail Society performed this 
duty. Mr. F. R. Jacobs, President of 
the Philatelic Society of Cincinnati, 
extended greetings in behalf of the mem- 
bers of his club, and stressed the edu- 
cational value of stamp collecting. Willis 
Crosswhite, a past President of the Cin- 
cinnati Numismatic Association, which 
cooperated wholeheartedly with the con- 
vention committee, delivered the wel- 
come from his organization to the as- 
sembled guests, in the absence of Harry 
Brake, its President. 

The guests of honor were: Martin J. 
Hogan, Assistant Superintendent of 
Mails, Cincinnati, speaking in behalf of 
Chas. J. Bocklet, the Postmaster; Hon. 
Charles P. Graddick, Superintendent of 





the United States Airmail Service, and 
Hon. Robert E. Fellers, Superintendent 
of the Division of Stamps of the Post 
Office Department. Mr. Hogan has al- 
ways been a true friend of the Cincin- 
nati collectors, and in officiating at con- 
ventions has always met every demand 
made upon him. Mr. Graddick outlined 
the recent development of the airmail 
service, stressing the importance of the 
Atlantic clipper service, and of the con- 
templated New Zealand clipper route 
scheduled for the near future. He men- 
tioned the inclusion of Bermuda on the 
South Atlantic schedule, although the 
notice was too short to permit the 
sending of first flight covers. Mr. Fellers 
delivered an interesting talk about the 
various stamps scheduled for release the 
balance of this year. 

Joseph B. Shirley, Chairman of the 
Exhibition, made the announcement of 
the awarding of the various certificates, 
first, second, and honorable mention. 
The certificates had already been tacked 
on the various frames in the Exhibition 
Hall, so that visitors might know the 
winners. 


The judges of the Exhibition, ap- 
pointed by President Paul F. Robertson, 
were: H. H. Griffin, of Cleveland, Chair- 
man: Donald Dickason, Wooster, O.; 
and Chas. G. Riess, Albany, N. Y. They 
were allowed wide latitude in making 
awards, hence some classes received only 
honorable mention. The trophy of the 
Cleveland Airmail Society was awarded 
to Robert Flinn for his crash cover col- 
lection, and the trophy of the Tony 
Jannus Chapter of St. Petersburg, Fla., 
was awarded to Edward S. Horwitz for

his Zeppelin cover collection. After th 
dinner, the American Airlines, Inc., e 
hibited their movie entitled, “Modem 
Air Transportation in Action.” 

Throughout the three days of the cop. 
vention, visitors were busy mailing cards 
letters, and souvenirs with the specig 
cachet of the convention, and to obtaip 
the special convention post office cap 
cellation. 

All in all, it was a fine convention 
judged by any standard. Cincinnati wa 
deeply honored and very grateful for th 
opportunity of playing host, and did jx 
humble best to see that everybody hag 
a fine time.—Edward S. Horwitz.

Editor’s Notebook 


NEEDS HIS Phil Ward, Phil- 
DIAPER CHANGED adelphia_ dealer 

and stamp ex- 
pert has brought forth a great amount 
of discussion and comment because of 
his proposal for the judging of stamp 
exhibitions. Phil goes so far as to insist 
that the prime consideration in allott- 
ing the prizes to be awarded should be 
rarity of the stamps shown. 

I can not conceive of any stamp col- 
lector agreeing with such an idea for 
there are so many arguments, all sound, 
against any such plan that it would 
seem that no one would ever even think 
of placing rarity as the prime factor. 

The only out that we would consider 
as possible for Mr. Ward would hinge 
on his definition of “Rarity”. To us, 
rarity is, in the minds of most people, 
probably gauged by price or value more 
than by anything else. Thus if a stamp 
sells for $100 or $5000 it is a rarity. We 
all know that many low priced stamps, 
even stamps priced under one dollar

are quite difficult to find for the collec- 
tor who is attempting to complete a 
country, yet we do not believe that 
under any general plan, such stamps 
would be considered as rarities. 

Therefore if we must admit that rarity 
is merely a matter of value and that 
value is the prime thing that should 
be considered in judging a collection, 
then why even judge the collection? 
Let the judges take note of the men 
who are exhibiting, scan their bank ac- 
counts and their other assets, determine 
which of the men have the most assets 
and give the prize to the richest, for 
certainly if the richest man wanted to 
have the most rarities to show at a 
stamp show, he could afford to buy more 
of them than any of the other men who 
had less money than he had and there- 
fore he is entitled to the prize. 

Far be it from us to dispute the fact 
that what we know as rarities are to be 
looked upon lightly. We enjoy seeing 
such collections and admire the men who 
have built such collections, but we do 
consider it quite unfair that such col- 
lections should be entered into competi- 
tion with collections of common stamps 
or that is general collections or collec- 
tions by countries which are of no great 
value but which can and do frequently 
require as much work and research as 
to assemble a collection of rarities. 

To our mind, the British Penny Black, 
the first issues of Bavaria and many 
other similar stamps because of their 
age and quaintness are the equals of any 
of the rarities in genuine interest, yet 
they are not classed as rarities in the 
general sense of the word. 

If rarity is to be gauged solely by 
value and it is apparent that this is the 
manner in which rarity has been judged, 
then it certainly is time that exhibitions 
should provide a class for such showing 
and eliminate them from competition 
with the commoner of the early classic 
stamps which hold equal interest, yet 
are more plentiful. 

If judging stamp collections were left 
up to the general public who see stamp 
shows, few collections of rarities would 
ever win a prize. 

Something about your plan for judg- 
ing is certainly all wet.

Commemorative 
Stamp Facts

HAWAIIAN 3c 

Beginning a new “territorial series,” 
an attractive stamp was issued for Ha- 
waii in October, 1937. Of the usual 
commemorative size, it is upright and 
bears a statue intended to be that of 
King Kamehameha I, who placed the 
Sandwich Islands under a single sov- 
ereignty. The statue is taken from one 
of the king in a Honolulu park, which 
it is said was posed for by a young 
native, so is not really the likeness of 
the king. 

The 3c Hawaii light purple, rotary 
press, perf. 10% x 11, was issued at 
Honolulu on October 18, 1937, and 
75,000,000 were ordered printed from 
plates 21710-11-12-13. There were 320,- 
334 first day covers canceled. The stamp 
was taken off the Philatelic Agency’s 
lists on July 31, 1939. Total issued 
78,454,450.

Cigarette Tax Meter 


The State of Ohio has commenced 
authorizing the use of meters to indicate 
payment of the state Cigarette Tax on 
packages of cigarettes. Starting in 1931 
the state used at first adhesives, but 
these did not adhere very well to the 
cellophane wrappers; then a decalco- 
mania stamp was introduced in 1936 
and recently a meter was introduced. The 
meter impression is in purple, on the 
bottom of the package, apparently 
stamped from a metal die. At top is 
“STATE OF OHIO”; in center the 
figure “2”; to left and right the word 
“CENTS” and above these “P. B. 
METER” and “20356” (which probably 
varies); and across bottom “CIGAR- 
ETTE TAX.” The whole is enclosed in 
a horizontal rectangular border in simu- 
lation of the edge of a perforated stamp, 
size ¥@x11%4 inches. To right is a series 
of straight lines at a sharp angle, prob- 
ably made by some working part of the 
meter machine.

A DIFFERENCE 

There is a feeling among the brethren 
of the precancel fraternity that we will 
garner quite a few recruits during the 
coming season. This thought is begot 
by the war and the steadily increasing 
prices in foreign. If there are any of 
LINN’S readers turning to precancels 
I want to point out the difference in the 
technique of collecting precancels and of 
collecting foreign. In the foreign field 
you buy your stamps mostly by the 
complete or nearly complete set and the 
limitation of the number of sets you 
buy depends on the bulge in your 
pocketbook. In precancels it is seldom 
that you can buy a complete set of any- 
thing unless it is something very common 
or unless you buy a collection. In other 
words, in precancels you go after them 
in a piecemeal fashion. The chase of 
writing here and looking there for a 
stamp or stamps to fill in a set is the 
zest of it all that keeps many collectors 
close adherents to the precancel field. 
So if you are going into precancels ex- 
pect to readjust yourself to the extent 
of not taking your collecting in such 
large doses but oftener. 


Bopy BLow 

A LINN’S reader sent in a piece of 
mail that puts one more gray hair on 
the dome. The piece in question was 
franked with a Washington, D. C., B-121, 
that is a 1c past issue coil, and was post 
cancelled besides. Now being postcan- 
celled is nothing to worry about but the 
manner in which this was done should 
cause us grave concern. It imitated in 
size and style a machine cancellation and 
in the rim of the circle where the legend 
and year date should be, “Sec. 562 
PL&R” had supplanted the date. Now it 
is evident that the mailer of the ad- 
vertising piece failed to have his printer 
put the necessary PL&R etc. where it 
should be and in order to get in the 
mail at the 1c rate, resorted to fixing up 
his metering machine in that manner, to 
avoid handstamping each piece. We 
shudder to think how the Post Office 
officials welcomed this piece of mailing 
because here must be the answer to 
their prayer in the low denomination 
class. Besides the stamp being totally 
ruined for reuse it of course was ruined 
as far as collectibility was concerned 
also. There is one consolation in this 
matter:—not every mailer has a can- 
celling machine. 


HAND WRITTEN DATED 


Mr. Frank German shows me a strip 
of five six-cent and an eight-cent Pres. 
New York Bureaus dated by hand in 
indelible pencil. The lettering looks like 
HCK SP 39. In looking this over, (much 
to your surprise maybe) something en- 
tered my mind. We have heard off and 
on that mail was going thru without 
the dating on it. Now couldn’t it be 
quite possible that this was one of the 


firms that was doing this thing and the 
P.O. finally caught up with them? It 
would take them just about that long to 
do that, and having done so, ordered 
them to apply the dating or cease using 
precancels. Not being equipped for such 
an emergency some poor mailing clerk 


‘or office boy got the job of marking each 


stamp. There is one thing about these 
hand-made dateds and that is they never 
can have any value because if they 
would every person that could wield a 
pen would start scribbling himself into 
the profits.

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BROADWAY CHATTER 
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New York philatelists have enjoyed for 
the last few years the stamp sections in 
the various newspapers. They have an- 
nounced new issues, commented on the 
trade and gave news in general concern- 
ing philately throughout the world. One 
newspaper in particular which publishes 
a weekly stamp section is noted for the 
fine manner in which it announced and 
listed new issues. This usually occupied 
more than two full columns. In a re- 
cent issue this column was looked upon 
with amazement by New York phila- 
telists as only two new issues were re- 
ported. This is indeed a sign of the de- 
vastating effect the European war is 
having on new issues. 


New York dealers have been trying 
for the past few weeks to find a way 
of stimulating shipments of stamps to 
America. They have learned the only 
way they can accomplish this is by con- 
tacting some dealer in a neutral country. 
Reports show that for the past week 
the only stamps arriving in the United 
States were from Italy. 


The Poland Scott No. 320-32, issued 
in honor of the 20th anniversary of 
Polis independence, has been lying ig- 
nored in dealers’ stock books for months 
without buyers. Dealers, in order to 
stimulate sales of this item tried to sell 
this set below face value, and even then 
with meager results. Yet today there 
are actually no wholesale supplies of this 
set and retail stocks are dwindling. The 
same is now proving true in the case of 
most recent Polish issues and miniature 
sheets. Demand for Polish stamps is 
high. 


Reports indicate that Poland packets 
which have heretofore been a drug on 
the philatelic market are now the most 
popular sellers and an acute shortage of 
these packets has now ensued. Even the 
cheap Polish stamps which have been 
very slow movers, are now rapidly dis- 
appearing from the market. 





As I have noted in previous columns 
the Danzig “Reunion with Prussia” set 
was good. Dealers today are hoping 
they can buy this set at the former re- 
tail price, and in some cases even higher. 
Scott has this set listed for $1.00 and 
dealers who still have some sets left in 
stock feel certain that this set will bring 
more than full catalogue. 


F. W. Kessler of New York, promi- 
nent Airmail specialist, has been given 
the honor of disposing of the world fa- 
mous airmail collection of Dr. Phillip 
G. Cole, in a two-day auction sale. The 
collection, thought unique, contains such 
items as a Buffalo Balloon cover. The 
albums alone have been estimated to 
cost about $28,000. They will be offered 
as a separate lot grouped geographically 
or by single countries. The Colombian 
collection is so superb that it can hard- 
ly ever be duplicated and will therefore 
be sold intact. Every airmail rarity 
known to exist will be found in this 
collection. This sale will undoubtedly 
go down in history as companion of the 
Hind, Ferrari and Crocker collection auc- 
tions, though limited only to airmails. 


The KenMore Katalogue of 1940 has 
been received in New York with wide- 
spread arms. The catalogue was, in the 
eyes of New York collectors, an excep- 
tionally fine piece of work as the de- 
tail to which KenMore has devoted is 
a great help to British Colonial collec- 
tors.

Bethlen Commemoratives 


On October 2 the Hungarian postal 
service planned to issue a series of four 
stamps titled the “Bethlen” set. The 
purpose of the series is not clear as 
none of the dates on the designs are ex- 
act anniversaries. The 6f plus 3f shows 
two memorial tablets; the 10f plus 5f 
shows the first translator of the Bible 
into Hungarian at work; the 20f plus 
10f shows a 17th century author of a 
book of Hungarian psalms; the 32f plus 
16f an early Bethlen, ruler of Transyl- 
vania; and the 40f plus 20f a female 
member of this famous Hungarian fam- 
ily. The series will continue to be is- 
sued until the end of December and will 
be acceptable for postage until next June 
30. At a philatelic exhibition to open 
on October 28, a souvenir sheet contain- 
ing these four stamps was to be issued. 
The exhibition is to be open only three 
days and only one sheet may be bought 
with each admission ticket. Issue of 
sheet is limited to 100,000 our Hun- 
garian correspondent, Mark Revesz re- 
ports. 


Coronation Echoes 


Echoes of the Coronation stamps still 
are heard in the Union of South Africa 
according to the S. A. Philatelist. Legis- 
lators were perturbed by refusal of audit- 
ing officials to certify that £13,669 face 
value of Coronation stamps were actual- 
ly destroyed as claimed. A committee 
finally decided the stamps had been de- 
Stroyed, though there was no evidence 
that the contents of bags burnt were 
actually the Coronation stamps sup- 
posed to be in the bags.

Printed 
at the top of the letterhead in place of usual 
type arrangement is representation of an enve- 
lope about 3x6 inches. A _ label advertising 
Herst’s stamp business imitates a stamp and 
this is cancelled by an imitation rubber stamp
